Election of new officers for the club is scheduled for the June meeting. Several persons 


nave been nominated for various offices. Be sure to attend this meeting, as the officers 
chosen will have a good deal to do with the way your club is run during the coming year.

Camp out area will be available, either tent type or motor home 
parking. Sounds like a real fun event and a chance to get outdoors for a couple of days. 
More at the meeting of course, so don't miss it! 


This month's transmitter hunt will be neld in the evening. With the long days of Sumner, 
we snould be able to get the hunt taken care of without any problems. I would like to 
encourage all of you who have not taken part in a hunt to do so, because we are getting 
more and more CB types on VHF with illegally operated Amateur gear. The only way to 
prevent a de-facto takeover of our hard kept Amateur frequencies is to be able to track 
down offenders and get them off the air. The more stations we have who are able to use 

DF equipment and who nave experience in actual hunts, the better equipped we will be for 
the joo. There is a staggering amount of illegal operation in the VHF Amateur bands in the 
Souta 48 RIGHT WOW!!!, and it is just a matter of time until that sort of thing spreads to 
Alaska. We would be well advised to be able to take care of the problem before it becomes
